ello han dejado de manifestar la

un centro cultural. “Pero también 
debe de ser un modelo y seguir el 
concepto de educación y que los 
niños y jóvenes sean expuestos al 
teatro, la danza, el canto. Como un 
conservatorio.

Para Carlos Avitia, activista 
comunitario, la cosa es de hacer un 
poco de matemáticas “es costoso 
educar a los jóvenes, con un pro- 
grama como este, pero mi pregunta 
es qué tan costoso será el quitarlo y 
ver que aumente el crimen.

Para Danny Garza, Miembro 
de la Mesa Directiva de la Plaza de 
la Herencia Mexicana, manifestó 
que “la Ciudad debe de comprender 
que esta Plaza se levantó con una 
promesa. No para hacer dinero, 
no para ganar gloria, sino para el 
beneficio de los niños de nuestra 
comunidad. Es un diamante que 
debe de pulirse. Si hacemos que los 
niños vengan, lograremos que ellos 
traigan a sus familias y a sus hijos 
en un futuro cercano”.<>

City of San Jose faces budget shortfall 


San Jose, CA — The City of San Jose this Tuesday began issu- 
ing layoff notices to hundreds of employees in anticipation of making 
cuts needed to close a $116 million shortfall in the city’s General Fund 
budget in the fiscal year that starts July 1. Mayor Chuck Reed issued 
the following statement regarding the proposed layoffs. 

“San Jose is facing the most difficult fiscal situation in our history. 
Our $116 million shortfall is more than the budget for all of our parks, 
libraries, community centers, and senior services combined. 

San Jose employees are dedicated and work hard to serve the 
residents of this great city. I regret the loss of jobs and services that 
these reductions will cause. 

There is an alternative. We can save jobs and vital services if we all 
share the sacrifice. That's why I have called for all employees to give 
up 10 percent in pay and benefits to minimize layoffs and service cuts. 
In times like these, we must pull together to save services and jobs.”

namentales. Ellos siguen inelegibles 
para estas becas, tanto al nivel na- 
cional, como a nivel estatal.

la ley AB 540 a tener el derecho de 
ingresar a una universidad estatal 
de California o un colegio comu- 
nitario. “Voces Colectivas” quiere 
más ayuda, más allá de decir que sí 
puede ingresar a la universidad, se 
tiene ese derecho. Pero ya estando 
adentro estos alumnos se encuentran 
con mucha necesidad. Entonces 
nuestro propósito es hacer cam- 
bios a nivel institucional adentro 
de diferentes niveles, como por 
ejemplo, no sólo en las Uniones 
Estudiantiles sino también a nivel 
administrativo. Así mismo tener un 
espacio libre dentro de la universi- 
dad, donde los estudiantes se pueden 
ayudar mutuamente, y decir “si soy 
indocumentado y me encuentro es 
esta situación”, y de esa manera 
ayudar y ser ayudado.

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2010 Marks 40th — 
Anniversary of Earth Day 


While tens of millions of people from Poughkeepsie, New York 
to Papua, New Guinea will take part in events to mark the 40th an- 
niversary of Earth Day this April 22nd, the story behind the first Earth 
Day begins with a single individual. In the early 1960s, when Earth 
Day founder Gaylord Nelson, a senator from Wisconsin, first hatched 
the idea that began the modern environmental movement, there was 
little public awareness of the fragile state of the planet. The nation’s 
roads were filled with cars sporting massive, leaded-gas-guzzling V8 
engines and its factories were spewing smoke and sludge into the air 
with little regard for environmental consequences. 

Nelson had been working to bring national attention to a wide 
range of environmental issues for several years before launching the 
first-ever Earth Day in 1970. His early efforts included persuading 
President John F. Kennedy to embark on a five-day, 11 -state “conserva- 
tion tour” in 1963. While the President’s trip failed to generate interest 
on Capitol Hill, Nelson continued to press the issue during his own 
speaking tours. 

It was during one such tour in 1969 that Nelson formed the idea 
that would become Earth Day. Inspired by the anti- Vietnam War protests 
that were taking place across the nation, he began to organize a day 
of protest to express concern about the state of the environment. The 
idea took off, and on April 22, 1970, 20 million Americans representing 
groups and communities from every corner of the country joined in what 
Nelson called “a nationwide environmental ‘teach-in.’” 

Earth Day 1970 not only ushered in a new era of support for the 
environment, but also brought about the creation of the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency and the passage of key legislation, including 
the Clean Air, Clean Water and Endangered Species Acts. In 1995, 
Nelson was awarded the Presidential Medal of Freedom - the highest 
honor given to U.S. civilians - in recognition of his role as the founder 
of Earth Day. (CL)

El día martes 13 de abril se llevó a cabo una con- 
ferencia de prensa en las instalaciones del Consulado 
de México, que fue dirigida por el moderador Pedro 
Espinoza, Jefe de Protección y Asuntos Legales, del 
Consulado General de México, quien presentó al Cón- 
sul General, David Figueroa, la Directora del Wage 
and Hour Division (Departamento de Trabajo de Horas 
y Salarios), Sonia Rincón y su Asistenta Directora, 
María E. Jackson, quienes inauguraron el Programa 
“We Can Help” (Nosotros podemos ayudarle), en pro 
de los Derechos Laborales de los trabajadores, en la 
Ciudad de San José. 

“Este programa que traemos hoy para conocimien- 
to de todos es un sistema que la Secretaria de Trabajo 
de los Estados Unidos, Hilda Solís, inauguró el 1ro. 
de abril. El objetivo en sí, es que los trabajadores de 
todo el país sean protegidos y lo más importante es que 
si estas personas son de bajos ingresos, no se sientan 
desamparados porque estamos aquí para ayudarles”, 
comentó Sonia Rincón, momentos antes de iniciarse 
la inauguración. 

Durante las horas de atención al público en el 
Consulado Mexicano, se hizo un alto para escuchar 
este importante programa que empezó con las palabras 
del Cónsul Figueroa: “Buenos días, esta mañana para 
nosotros es muy relevante ya que me encuentro en 
compañía de Susana y María, donde estamos inaugu- 
rando un programa quien indicó que el segundo martes 
de cada mes estarán las autoridades laborales aquí 
escuchándolos. Toda aquella persona que tenga algún 
reclamo en el ámbito laboral, puede hacerlo. 

En verdad yo aprecio mucho esta oportunidad que 
nos brinda el Departamento Laboral para poder estar 
aquí. La atención que les van a dar será única y profe- 
sional. Si alguien sufre la violación de algún derecho es 
su ámbito de trabajo, no es necesario que tenga que ir 
a una oficina, con los riesgos o temor que esto siempre 
implica. Aquí, el segundo martes de cada mes, estarán 
personal atendiéndolos, evidentemente en español y 
por supuesto con la mejor intención, con el objetivo de 
ayudarles y que sus derechos sean respetados”. 

Actualmente en los Estados Unidos, cualquier 
persona, sin importar con un permiso de trabajo válido, 


está protegida por la mayoría de las leyes laborales del 
país. La única excepción es que no tendrán derecho 
a los pagos por indemnización por desempleo. Por 
lo tanto es importante que se preste atención a estos 
programas que no sólo ayudan al trabajador en la parte 
laboral, sino que le dan la oportunidad de sentirse có- 
modos a la hora de expresar sus problemas, sin miedo 
y con la seguridad de ser escuchados sin distinción 
de raza, estatus migratorio, idioma, sexo, cultura O 
religión. 

“Agradecemos al Cónsul de México, David 
Figueroa, al Sr. Pedro Espinoza, Jefe de Protección y 
Asuntos Legales, por ayudarnos a formar este acuerdo. 
Este programa es muy importante porque estaremos 
disponibles para contestar sus preguntas, ayudarles 
con quejas formales que quieran poner en la nuestras 
oficinas.
